Cruelty to Microbes. 


"I have a son wno is taking a medi- 


cal course at Trlane," remarked a 
member of the Board of Trade, "aad 
he has been especially interested in 
the study of bacteriology. 
I am soiry 


to say it has proved a great affliction 
to the entire family. Our troubles be 
gan about two months ago, when he 
laid aside a few samples of his break- 
fast and remarked casually that ho in- 
tended to put them 'under the glass' 
—meaning his new $125 microscope. 
Next day he told bis mother that we'd 


unmo\ed have to change our milkman and isro- 
-'-- "'•- c?r immediately. He said it was next 


door to a miracle that any of us were 
alive and when he gave me the Latin 
name of tbe microbes he had discov- 
ered I was inclined to agree with him. 
Ihe idea of absorbing that many syl- 
lables at every mouthful was enough 
to scare anybody, so to be on the safe 
side we followed his suggestion. A 
few days afterward he saw some fish 
being delivered at the gate, and Im- 
mediately hacked oft* a sample. 
In 


"less than two hours he rushed down 
and threw two fine pompano Into the 
slop barrel. 'You've had a narrow es- 
cape, father,' he said, when I made a 
gentle protest, for I am very fond of 
pompano, broiled. 'If you'd eaten that 
fish,' he said, 'you'd have been a dead 
man in a week.' After that we had no 
peace. He insisted on making what 
he called a 'superficial investigation' 
of all pantry supplies. He said he 
was looking for only three or four of 
the most deadly forms of bacteria and 
would reserve the moderately danger- 
ous ones for a future campaign. The 
result was that he condemned nearly 
everything we had on hand. Then he 
wanted to sterilize tbe kitchen uten- 
sils, and posted up a set of sanitary 
rules and regulations for the guidance 
of the cook. Fortunately the cook 
can't read, but the rest of us were be- 
ing rapidly reduced to starvation, and 
day befor yesterday I headed a revolt 
and organized a Society for the Pre- 
vention 
of Cruelty 
to 
Microbe*. 


Everybody in the house Joined except 
my son, and I gave him solemn warn- 
ing that if I ever caught him molest- 
ing any bacilli on the premises I 
would cut him off with a microscope. 
Since then we have gorged ourselves 
with impunity and microbes and 
gained 26 pounds—grand total. Mjr 
son looks on sadly and says he washes 
bis bands of tbe consequences. I told 
him he could \tash his hands as much 
as he blamed pleased, but he mustn't 
wash any more skillets—especially 
with geniicid? fluids. I have hope* 
he will survive until Hard! Gr**."— 
New Orleans Times-DObocrat.

Washington, Dec. 20.— Thefcenate com- 


mittee on finance has authored Sena- 
tor Aldrich to report the senate finan- 
cial bill as a substitute for the house 
bill, after the houee bill is recelvea 
from that body, the report to\be made 
betore the adjournment for the holi- 
days. 
Senator Aldrich notified the commit- 


tee of hi* purpose to call up the bill 
in the senate on Jan. 4. 


The committee agreed to several 


changes in the phraseology of the bill. 
One of these changes was made in the 
second section relating to the sale of 
bonds for the maintenance of the gold 
reserve, and is as follows: 


The gold coin received from the sale 


of said bonds snail be covered into the 
general fund of the treasury and ex- 
changed for notes which have been re- 
deemed in the manner hereinbefore pro- 
vided, and the amount of gold coin and 
notes in the reserve fund shall at no 
time exceed the maximum sum of J150,- 
000,000. 


Another change applies to the pro- 


vision concerning the issuance of notes 
by banks so as to provide explicitly for 
the application of this provision to 
bunds "upon which an amount of cir- 
culating notes has been Issued less 
than the par value of the bonds." 


A provision is also added for the re- 


peal of the present law limiting the is- 
Miunce of bank notes to less than the 
par value of bonds deposited. 


Senate bill to authorize the president 


of the United States to cause certain 
lands heietofore withdrawn from mar- 
ket for reservoir purposes to be re- 
stored to the public domain subject to 
c-ntiy under the homestead law with 
certain restrictions', was taken from 
the calendar and passed after an ex- 
planation by Mr. Kelson (Hop., Minn.) 
that applied to lands -withdrawn from 
the market several years ago In north- 
ern Minnesota for reservoir purposes, 
and which had remained unused after 
the -reservoirs were constructed. The 
bill now restores these lands to the 
public domain. 


Connie bill Treating a commission to 


rrvise and codify the pension laws of 
the United States was also taken up 
and passed, the number of commission- 
ers l.eing increased from three to five.

bcttlein^n't of Ulster county. 


AVhen the cavein of the mountain oc- 


cuired a-mass of stone and earth roll- 
ed down.the side of the moun.tain, fill- 
ing the canal an<l covering the tracks 
of the railroad. Then1 were about six 
hundred men employed in the cement 
mines at the time, but they were work- 
ing several hundred feet from the scene 
of the cavein and escaped injury. 


It was reported at first that fifteen 


joiners were buried, but this was found 
to, bo untrue "when the company in- 
vestigated. 
A boiler house, several 


shedi-. and the railroad bridge at Kos- 
endalc- were crushed and swept away 
when the mass of earth and stone 
reached them, and it will take many 
dpys- to repair the damage done.

FOUR KILLED BY EXPLOSION. 


Almost an Entire Family Wiped Out 


in Kentucky.

Postofflce Nelson Hamilton was en- 
gaged in road work in which it was 
necessary to do some blaming.

paratory to the work he and his fam- 
ily arose before daylight. A wood fire 
tvas* the only source of light in the 
room, and Hamilton took a keg of 
powder and got down on the floor in 
front of the fire to pour out the quan- 
tity required lor the day's work. His 
four-year-old son picked up a small 
amount and tossed it into the fire. 


Tho explosion threw some embers in- 


to tlie pile of powder, and u terrific 
explosion followed. The father and lit- 
tle son and two older children in the 
room were shocked into insensibility. 
The ceiling was lifted from its place, 
the walls spread and the upper part of 
the house fell, but stopped about half 
way d'lj^n the wall, thus fastening all 
the doors securely. When the oldest 
daughter regained consciousness suffi- 
ciently to realize the situation the 
house was in flames. 


She tried to open a door, but at once 


saw the hoplessness of such an effort, 
and began to scream for help. A neigh- 
bor living near arrived in time to burst 
in a door and get the tortured persons 
out. They were badly burned, and all 
died within a few hours. Some of them 
never recovered from the chock of the 
ej.ploslon, and died without giving any 
evidence of pain. Hamilton was a 
w ell-to-do farmer. His wife died two 
months ago, and a married daughter ia 
the only surviving member of the fam- 
ily.

London, Dec. 20.— The Government 


has consented to mobilize a. force wtolch 
General Buller is credited -with having 
Demanded all along as an essential of 
Success in South Africa, namely, 1(1.009 
mounted Infantry. The war office Hias 
issued an order to the effect that the 
government had decided to raise, a 
mounted infantry force, to be caJled 
Imperial Yeomanry, and to be recruit- 
ed from yeomanry, volunteers and 
Civilians possessing: the requisite qual- 
ifications. Enlistment will be for one 
year, or durng the continuance of the 
war. The men must be between 20 and 
v5 years old and of equal physique to 
the ordinary cavalry soldier. Officers 
and men are to provide their own 
horses and to wear neutral tint cloth 
shooting jackets, not necessarily uni- 
form, felt hats, breeches and gaiters. 
All must be good riders and marks- 
men. 


The same order invites every volun- 


teer regiment that is linked with a reg- 
ular battalion serving- at the front to 
supply a full company, which will take 
the I'iacc of the mounted infantry of, 
the regiment. 


Don't All Believe It. 


London, Dee. 20. — Only the most op- 


timist gave any credit to the report 
that Gen. Buller had crossed the Tu- 
gela River, after a hard fight, and even 
they speedily realized that It was in- 
crtdible that the War Office would re- 
fiaiu from thf immediate publication 
of news of such importance. 


There is also no confirmation of the 


statement that Gen. Methuen's line of 
communication has been cut, though 
there is a probability of such an event 
ocfuinnjj at any moment. The latest 
new:* irom Methuen was dated, last 
Sunday, and indicated that the situa- 
lior at the Modder River was a com- 
plett standstill. 


The Boers were gathering reinforce-

MAY LAND THE COFFH. 


ftKlp In Quarantine But Cargo Likely 


to be Unloaded. 


New Orleans, Dec. 20.—The steam- 


ship Willowdeue. with 40,000 bags of 
coffee from Santos and Rio. arrived at 
the mouth of the river shortly after 
midnight, 36 days out. The expectation 
Of her arrival has caused a good deal 
of uiM>asine»8 on account of the ex- 
istence of the bubonic plague at San- 
tos* and there has been a determined 
njwement here to prevent 
the ship 


from coming up to the city, whether 
she has any infection aboard or not. 
She was boarded 
by the board of 


health inspector before she goi into the 
river, and he found that there was not 
a single case of suspicious illness 
aboard, and the captain reported there 
had not been since she left Santos. Her 
bills of hp.ilth from both the American 
and British consuls show that there 
was plague in Santos. 


The ship was taken up to the quar- 


antine station, 30 miles below the city, 
and she is now being thoroughly fumi- 
gated. She will be detained at the 
quarantine station for a week at least. 
The state board of health, which has 
adopted the Tnited States regulations 
regarding the plague, will meet on Fri- 
duy. and if thnre is reason for further 
detention, \ \ h h h does not seem likely, 
the necessary action will be taken. 
Otherwise the ship \\iii come up to the 
city and discharge her cargo.

ANOTHER PET DEER. 


Remarkable Affection and Sagacity of 


a Doe Reared in Captivity. 


Some things have been written lately 


about fleer in general and pet deer in 
particular. 


My elder brother and I picked upva 


fawn in the woods while on a berrying 
expedition In strawberry 
time. She 


grew and thrived, never being subject 
to injurious handling — she always ob- 
jected to being touched by any one but 
myself— and was as large and perfect- 
ly developed as a deer In its natural 
state. This is unusual in domesticated 
deer, and was often the subject for 
comment among old hunters who ha-! 
seen the deer, u ild and tame. She 
jumped fences for amusement, and 
rather enjoyed a short run before the 
hounds, which she easily distanced for 
a mile or tv, o, and would make straight 
for home as a house of refuge. The 
house dog was hpr friend and protector, 
snd the two •uould lie near together for 
hours 


I remember with what delight I dis- 


covered she would follow my trail. It 
was the first time she had leaped the 
iflrd fence. I had gone to look ut mj 
line of tiaps and returned to find hei 
gone. She had followed my trail into 
t]'f; woods. Returning, I found her 
tracks in a soft place. After that she 
\ as never confined, and I frequently 
tested her trailing powers. From some 
e cvated point I \vould watrh her gal- 
loping on the trail, her head to the 
{pound for a few steps, then running 
-on a hot scent, follow ing every wind- 
liig of my path, made perhaps an hour 
before. 


When she oamc to where I w as she 


would express satisfaction in the mpot- 
irjr by standing near to be can'ss-'d 
aiid then selecting a place near by with 
gieat care to lie down, unless I moved 
OP, when she would follow at heel as 
faithfully as a dog. 


No animal of so light a frame cin 


compare \\ith the duer for strength and 
I oise. They Are built for speed, like 
fhe racing >achts, and there is no ques- 
tion that in speeding like an arrow 
through the woods thoy surpass all 
their kind. 


My first photographic attempt was .1 


picture of this deer as she lay on th^ 
shady side of the house on a warm day 
in early spring all four legs pprn \\ldl 
out in a way that in any animal uut 
i deer would be ungraceful but a po- 
sition I thought was particularly fetch- 
ing. I have a farted print of that pic- 
ture yet— it was never clear cut— but 
the dim outline s?rvos to fix in mind -i 
happy companionship. 


The eccentuciti^.s of pet deor are 


found to be annoying to all but the on- 
r rgon w ho stands betw een the pet and 
the outraged neighbor who would deal 
summary vengeance for the w reck of 
kitohen, garden or flower-bed. Out of 
fondness for the creature, he soothes 
his friend end ropans the damage if 
possible: but the deer can never be 
taught to respect property rights. 


We have yet to he,ir of a tame deer 


that IHed out its davs in peace. In its 
natural wild state e\ ery man's hand is 
against it; domesticated, its chances 
for survival are small. Onlj the rich 
could give adequate protection to a 
favored pet of the deer kind. 


As remarked befi re, it is only w hen 
cared in his bosom, as the Arab's steoil 
in his tent, that there is a bond of pro- 
tection between man and the benst 
only second to the human affection — 
Norman Price in Forest and Stream.

has been convicted, he shows, ia a very 
lengthy one, and Is being added to day 
after day, and will be added to so long 
as the public decline to take care of 
themselves or their property, 


Here are a few extracts from hid 


book designed to help people protect 
themselves against the most common 
up-to date devices of criminals. 


A pickpocket when he sets out on a 


thieving expedition ia, whenever pos- 
sible, accompanied by one or more con- 
federates. 


The confederates serve two purposes, 


both very important. They, like alt 
criminals, know most of the detectives 
they have to deal with, and fto are able 
to pive the operator warning when 
danger threatens, while as soon as he 
makes a "haul" the chief turns the loot 
over to the watchers, and thus secures 
himself in case he is arrested. 


The confederate must be a very 


smart man. He has to keep a sharp 
lookout for the police, and must be 
always ready to catch and dispose of 
any article the thief may throw or 
pass to him, while he also has to cover 
the operations of the pickpocket—real- 
ly artinpf as a llxini? hcrecn. The spoils 
are therefore raiely in thr- possession 
of ihe real thief for any length of time-.

county and tho deputy sheriff, and as 
he got in sight of the house he saw 
his son's two horses just being turned 
out. Arriving at the house, the Sher- 
iff arrested Alexander Jester, aud as 
soon as he put the handcuffs on him 
the first remark Jester made was, "Oh, 
yes. I bought Gilbert all out." 


Mr. Gates found either on the per- 


son *of Alexander Jester or in his pos- 
session his son's silver open 
faced 


watch and gold chain and the 
rifle 


above described, two shirts and one 
pair of trousers made by the boy's 
mother, and a hat, which latter he 
recognized on the- head of one of Jes- 
ter's nephews, who had returned with 
him from Indiana. 


Jester was indicted In the October 


or November (1871) term of the Mon- 
roe County Court, at Paris, for mnr- 
dor in the first degree. Jester asked 
for a change of venue, which was 
granted, and he was removed to Mex- 
ico, where ho broke jail January IS, 
1872. with several other prisoners. He 
had not been heard of since until his 
sister, Mrs. Cornelia Street, last Jun<\ 
wrote a letter to tho Sheriff of Wichi- 
ta, Kan., telling of his whereabouts, 
and his arrest followed. 


And Jester, the little dried up old 


man, 
does not ask pity. Ho has a wor- 


ried look, but it is not the worry of 
yielding. 
His face Is unyielding, \m- 


relenting. His jaw 5s screened by his 
beard, but it Is n bull-dog's jaw, aud 
without a tremor. His nerve is some- 
thing phenomenal, especially so in 
view of his age. He has oven been 
able to extract some enjoyment from 
his trial, and once, when one of tho 
witnesses against him told tho court 
of a series of exhibitions Jester had 
given of his veutrioqnlal powers in 
1871, the entire court room was con* 
vulsert with laughter, the gray haired 
prisoner laughing as violently 
and 


loudly as any one there. 


Jester is n man of deep 
religious 


convictions, his belief, however, being 
somewhat like that of the fanatical 
Roundheads who fought with Crom- 
well. 
The teirors of religion seem to 


have more attraction for him than its 
beauties.
